On  October  24,   1967,  the  Walter  F.  George  R.O.T.C.  held 

its  first  Sabre  Day,  beginning  an  annual  tradition.  The  occasion 
was  one  of  solemnity.  Sabre  Day  is  when  the  officers  receive  their 
swords.  This  is  a  great  honor  because  the  presentation  of  the 
sword  symbolizes  the  many  hours  of  hard  work  that  the  cadets 
have  put  into  the  military  program. 

The  cadet  officers  are  not  chosen  at  random.  Each  cadet  officer 
is  chosen  on  a  basis  of  academic  grades  and  conduct  grades.  The 
officers  are  usually  chosen  from  the  third  year  cadets  but,  the  mili- 
tary is  only  in  its  second  year  causing  the  officers  to  be  chosen 
from  second  year  cadets.  The  sword  is  presented  to  the  officers 
by  their  mothers  following  a  custom  that  had  its  origin  in  ancient 
Greece.
